DESTITUTE IN PUERTO RICO.

The Distribution of Food Must Be
Continued.

Washington, March 7.—The acting
secretary of war has received a com-
munlcatlon from General Davis on the
subject of food distributlon and the pe-
lief of the destitute In Puerte Rico. It
was the intention of General Davis, as
recently stated to the department, to
discontinue "the free distribution of
food about the first of this month, bhut
the industrial eandition existing in cor-
taln portlons of the lslands rendered Jt
abgolutely necossary to feed the stary-
Ing mhabitants for some tUme longer,
It Is stuted that In some sectlons the
Inhabitants are beginning  ta  ralse
sWeet potntoes, but In the centre of the
Island, or tho coffos growing districr,
thera 1s nothing tor the poor to eat,
Any diseontinuance of the food distrl-
bution, therefore, under these condi-
tions would result in n large inerens
of sickness and of the denth rate, Th
coffes planters are makineg strontous
afforts to clear up their fields, but his
ing no money for the payment of theis
hands, {he laborers have necessarily
been lald'off and are driffing Into (he
towneg, thereby becoming publio charges,
Unless fed at public expense, starva-
tion will result, and the military gover-
nor has therefore required n shipment
of 500 tons of rice, eodfish and baeon,
in additlon to the 500 tons asked for
about three weeks ago,

In connection with the existing In-
dustrinl conditions, General Davis Is of
the opinion that the quickest and most
effective way of securing relief would
be through large expenditures upon
publie works,

Genernl Davis states that if he eaull
put about 25000 men at work for a

t period of three months on the ronds, in-

volving expenditures for
and supervision of some
month, the period of acute
ecould be tided over.
